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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed August 3, 2004. with respect to the 
rejection(s)of claim(s) 1 -1 5 under 1 02 (b) and (e) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Amano et a. US 
6,513,902. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

3. Claims 1-5 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kubo US 4,780,818. 

Amnao et al. discloses device for supplying ink to an Inkjet head. The device 
comprises pressurizing means (pressure variation means) may be constituted by a 
pressurizing pump or air pump for supplying pressurizing air to the ink tank. In this case, 
the pressure measuring means may be formed by a pressure sensor (sensor) for 
detecting an air pressure in a pressurizing air channel (guiding means; claim 3) 
connecting the pressurizing pump and the ink tank. 
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Tlie head solenoid valves 13, the tank solenoid valves 25, and the pressure 
release valve 24 (claim 5) are opened/closed by control means (timing means)29 at 
predetermined timings. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 6-8 and 1 2 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not teach nor fairly suggest a resilient member for counter- 
acting against the volumetric variation applied to the volume-variation means and the 
fluid movement system being included in a cartridge to be inserted in a reading device. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kobayashi, Atsushi et al; Fine, llya et al.; Breed, David S. et al.; 
Mikame, Kazuhisa et al.; Hallam, Paul W.; Horkel. Wilhelm; Nevo, Zvi et al.; Roden, 
Mark P et al.; Xu, Mindi et al.; Jacobs, James M. et al.; Kubo, Jun; Matsuda, Toshiro 
disclose different pump systems with pressure release means.
